A change in the attendance districts 


for Elgin and Larkin High School was 
announced late last week by officials of 
Elgin School District U46. effective next 
September. 


The plan concerns only those students 


currently attending Tefft Junior High 
School, Irving Park Road. Streamwood, 
who live north of Route 19 and east of 
Route 59 


Student* living in this area presently 


attend Larkin High School. Elgin. 


According to Dr. Paul R. Lawrence, 


superintendent of schools, the change is 
made necessary by the continued growth 
in student population in the district, par- 
ticularly at Larkin High School. 


"Larkin High School can no longer 


house toe number of students who reside 
in the present attendance district," Dr. 
Lawrence said. 


He explained that since space is avail- 


able at Elgin High School, Elgin, it is 
necessary to ask a number of 8th and 9th 
grade Tefft students originally assigned 
to Larkin to be assigned to Elgin High 
School. 


"We feel that the plan will minimize

Toot, Toot... But It Ain't on Track!

The Milwaukee Road's plan for a mass 


transit district along iU suburban line 
from Chicago to Elgin almost got off on 
the wrong track but week as mayors and 
representatives of the communities along 
the rail line met in Bensenville to learn 
about the proposed project transit-plan. 


Approximately It communities located 


directly on tbe railroad's west suburban 
line or adjacent to it were represented at 
the meeting heW by Milwaukee Road of- 
ficial* and representatives of tbe line's 
commuter association. 


REACTION TO THE man transit 


plan, which would entitle tbe district to 


two-thirds federal funding or coaches 
and locomotives, was mixed, but the op- 
posing voices led by Wilbert H. Nottke, 
Village President of Itasca and Mayor 
Richard Baker, Hanover Park, were 
strong. 


Milwaukee Road officials will be meet- 


ing with the individual village board* to 
discuss the project in greater detail and 
"answer many of the problems and ques- 
tions you posed tonight," according to 
Thomas H. Ploss, company attorney and 
chairman of the special task force 
created to expedite the program. 


"Milwaukee Road jut doesn't hive the 


funds available for capita] improvements 
to keep op with the growing communities 


along tbe Chicago-Elgin line," Curtiss E. 
Crippen, railroad president told the 
group. 


HE EXPLAINED rapidly increasing 


patronage on tbe Milwaukee west subur- 
ban line had taxed the capacity of tbe 
existing fleet, particularly during the 
ruth hours and pointed to tbe urgency of 
a solution such as\the creation of a mass 
transit district. 


"The 
stark fact is tbe Mil- 


waukee Road cannot exist as a private 
enterprise and invest in new equipment. 
The amount of capital needed imme- 
diately cannot be afforded," Picas said. 


Yet tbe need for expanded service is 


there, according to Plots. 


"We estimate by 1974 the line will rt- 


quire 38 additional bi-kvel cars and 13 
locomotives," he said. 


BAKER AND NOTTKE both opposed 


to what they termed "federalism" want- 
ed to know where the r*""»fyi»g one- 
third Hn»n^ng would come from and if 
tbe villages would pay it individually or 
as a group. 


Although the mass transit district, if 


formed, would levy taxes with a referen- 
dum, Ploss told the group, Milwaukee 
Road had no intentions of using tax reve- 
nue. 


"This is a step in the right direction to 


federalism," Nottke said. "Most trans- 
portation facilities must reevahiate their 


operation. If they don't we'll be subsidiz- 
ing inefficiencies." 


PLOSS DEFENDED the Milwaukee 


operation, stating tbe company was us- 
ing every piece of equipment to its maxi- 
mum,'but added "the days are gone 
when tbe railroads havt a monopoly on 
transportation." 


R. R. Rickson, chairman of the trans-

A proposal for creation of a non-parti- 


san board of environmental resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention (Con-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John G. 
Woods. 


Last week, Woods introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goals on maintain- 
ing its natural resources. 


The new proposal, he explained, would 


go even farther and stress the need for a 
non-partisan approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Witwer. 


The deadline for delegates to submit 


proposals was last week but Woods said 
he expects no resistance in getting the 
rules waived for the new proposal. 


He said the proposal is the result of 


testimony presented to a Con-Con com- 
mittee last Friday during hearings in 
Quincy. 


"There were two or three witnesses 


who testified in favor of such a proposal 
and all the members of our committee 
were highly impressed," Woods said. 


Only two days before the Quincy hear- 


ings, a wildlife expert from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey proposed the

George McGovern 
and former secretary of labor Willard 
Wirtz These are the kind of people who 
show the party at its best and they get 
the people's interest. 


"Then you have to reach out for the 


Intelligent people and ask them for their 
participation," Williams said. "The key 
to (his Is to put an end to the patronage 
participation in the party " 


Ending the patronage system is one of 


the foremost goals on William*' agenda. 
When he became commltteeman in New 
Trier, he said there were seven or eight 
patronage workers in the organization 
and he told them if they wanted to con- 
tinue to work for the organization, to go 
ahead and do so. but that they were not 
required to 


"LITTLE BY LITTLE, they dropped 


away and as we replaced them, we got 
much better people," he said. 


This Is the kind of a party he wants in

"If we make the party something that 


seems Important to the people, and get 
nway from the impression of being a pa- 
tronage-ridden party of nickel and dime 
favors, then we can start to move 
ahead " 


Williams also believes the party should 


upgrade its selection of candidates. One 
nay would be to start looking for candi- 
dates much earlier than the party now 
does

throughout the district which we just are 
not using," he said. 


Williams has been called a party "ma- 


verick" because of some of his views and 
because of his frequent disagreement 
with Mayor Richard Daley, who is chair- 
man of the Democratic Central Com- 
mittee of Cook County. 


Does he think this will adversely affect

The Way We See It 
Demos Need Leaders 


The Democratic Party in the 


Northwest suburbs has been ill and 
on the verge of dying for several 
years. 


One cause of the disease, to be 


sure, has been the Republican Par- 
ty in the area, and the vigorous ap- 
proach party leaders have taken to 
attract and keep voters and pre- 
sent good candidates whose quali- 
fications for office go beyond party 
distinction. 


But another, and far more 


serious, cause for the Democratic 
Party's woes has been a lack of 
leadership by Democratic Party 
chiefs in the Northwest suburbs, 
and a complete failure by them to 
make their party meaningful to the 
suburban voter. 


In Cook County, the Democratic 


Party is associated with Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley and a pa- 
tronage-built organization in the 
city's wards that has proved highly 
successful in delivering the votes 
for Democratic candidates, regard- 
less of qualifications or ability. 


Suburban voters have proved 


over and over that they do not 
agree with this philosophy of or- 
ganization and will not support it. 


Yet the Democratic Party lead- 


ers In this area have done nothing 
to Indicate that they do not agree 
that this is the way to build a par- 
ly. Certainly, there is not the kind 
of patronage-built Democratic or- 
ganization in the suburbs as there 
is in the cily but party leaders 
have given little, if any. indication 
that they think there is a better 
way to build n party. And the vot- 
ing records of the past decade 
prove they have not been able to 
strengthen the party. 


Last November, for example, 


when Democrat Edward Warman 
was losing to Republican Philip 
Crane in the special congressional 
election, the four townships in this 
area gave Warman figures ranging 
from a high of 30 per cent of the 
vote in Schaumburg Township to a 
low of 24 per cent in Elk Grove 
Township. Palatine and Wheeling 
Townships were in between, both 


with about 26 per cent of the vote. 


District-wide, Warman lost with 


42 per cent of the vote to Crane's 58 
per cent 


The disturbing fact about the 


1969 figures is that they are, in 
each case, lower than the vote to- 
tals the Democrats received in the 
1960 election in the same town- 
ships, and they are lower than the 
totals received in the 1968 election. 


That means that 
Democratic 


strength in the suburbs has de- 
clined in the decade of the 1960s 
and there is no indication that the 
trend will be reversed unless the 
Democratic Party itself adopts 
new policies and a new philosophy. 


In some cases, that will necessi- 


tate new party leadership and for- 
tunately. Democratic voters in the 
area will have a chance to take 
steps in that direction next Tues- 
day. 


On that day, committeemen will 


be elected to head the party dur- 
ing the next four years. There are 
contests in three of the four town- 
ships and there also is a race for 
the important parly position of 
state central committeeman for 
the 13th District. 


I n the state 
central 
com- 


mitteeman's race, the Democrats 
are fortunate to have a candidate 
who has proved, through his ac- 
tions in recent years, that he 
knows how to change the image of 
the party. 


Lynn Williams has been com- 


mitteeman in New Trier Township 
since 1966 and since that time, he 
has brought the once Republican 
stronghold to a position of almost 
equality between the parties. In the 
Crane-Warman race, the Demo- 
cratic candidale received about 45 
per cent of the vote despite the fact 
that Crane lived in New Trier 
Township. 


His opponent is Ray Krier of 


Niles Township, currently the state 
central commilteeman 
Krier has 


admitted he is a supporter of May- 
or Daley and his way of running 


the party and does not propose any 
major changes in party leadership. 


We strongly urge the election of 


Williams as the essential first step 
toward a new Democratic Party in 
the suburbs. 


We also encourage the election of 


R i c h a r d Mugalian as com- 
mitteeman in Palatine Township 
and John Morrissey as com- 
mitteeman in Schaumburg Town- 
ship. 


M u g a 1 i a n is challenging in- 


cumbent Peter Gerling, who has 
been in the office for less than two 
years but has not shown any in- 
dication that he plans to change 
the policies of his predecessor, Oli- 
ver Dilks, which kept the party in 
such low standing. New leadership 
is clearly needed in Palatine Town- 
ship and Mugalian, a supporter of 
Williams, is the best chance to as- 
sure it. 


M o r r i s s e y has been com- 


mitteeman in Schaumburg Town- 
ship for slightly more than a year, 
but he has shown signs of changing 
the dead image of the party and he 
deserves a chance. As a candidate 
for state representative in 1968, he 
proved his knowledge of issues and 
problems facing the party and he 
seems better equipped to bring the 
p a r t y up than his opponent, 
Charles DePaul. 


W h e e l i n g Township Com- 


mitteeman James L. McCabe also

quickly. Wray should get the same ser- 
vice. Either that or dock a boat next to 
bis carport. 


BUT THEN THE village would have 


the teat word anyway. It would probably 
charge him a docking fee. 


Toe second thing Wray'a paying for is 


the six water mam breaks (he village 


has had while trying to implement its 
new water system. 


The final bill for having crews out fix- 


ing the mains isn't in yet, but it's a pret- 
ty fair bet that it's going to cost Palatine 
a few more bucks than was planned. 


James C. Bennett, public works direc- 


tor, blames the whole thing on the guys 
with the sliderules. What they forgot, he 
says, is that the water mains are smaller 
near the Smith Street tank then they are 
in the southern part of town. 


To fill the tank you need to pump the 


water from the south. The extra pres- 
sure caused by the pumping on the larg- 
er pipes was fine until the water hit the 
area near the tower and the smaller 
pipes. The pressure backed up and the 
water system's new mains, in the south- 
ern section, started popping. 


Somebody should have figured that

Arlington Heights Chamber of Commerce 
feel so close to the businessmen of 
Statesville, N. C ' Even if you looked 
very hard, I doubt if you could find two 
communities as dissimilar as Statesville 
and Arlington Heights. 


Statesville is a town of about 20.000 


population located in the western half of 
North Carolina, about half-way between 
Winston-Salem and Kannapolis States- 
ville is the county seat of Iredell County, 
the largest dairy producing county in 
North Carolina. 


In sum, Statesville is a rural commu- 


nity set in the middle of a southern state 
with a long history of objections to civil 
rights legislation. Statesville, hardly a 
dot on the map, is about as far removed 
in economics, population and purpose as 
any 
town can 
get 
from Arlington 


Heights. 


AND YET THIS one thread of kinship 


remains: fear of busing, fear of change, 
ridicule for the federal courts.

By the end of March, township govern- 


ment officials should know if they can 
continue to operate on excess tax fees or 
if they must seek alternate methods of 
financing operations. 


March 29 was figured Monday as the 


earliest date the Illinois Supreme Court 
miitht rule on the constitutionality of the 
excess fee system of township govern- 
ment. Considering the urgency of a court 
decision, the latest an opinion might 
come down is the labt of March, Su- 
preme Court Clerk Justin Taft said. 


April 14 is the date of annual town 


meetings when township government 
conducts the business of adopting 1970 
budgets. In the past, operations were fi- 
nanced by retaining 2 per cent of all 
taxes collected by the township tax col- 
lector 


THIS 2 PER CENT "skim" of taxes 


was declared unconstitutional Dec. 2 by 
Circuit Court Judge Donald O'Brien. The 
lower court upheld arguments the prac- 
tice violates sections of the Illinois con- 
stitution guaranteeing that taxes go for 
purposes levied. 


The case was immediately sent to the 


Supreme Court which heard arguments 
Jan. 22. 


Taft said that 60 days is the usual time 


length for the Supreme Court to reach a 
decision. March 20 is the end of one of 
four yearly court terms. Decisions on 
cases arc handed down generally on the 
last days of a term.

Word of the action came yesterday 


from Administrative Assistant Daniel T. 
Larson. 


Ken Dean, superintendent of streets is 


contacting the schools to see how many 
teenagers ve willing to work during 
their spring vacation, (March 27 to April 
3) Larson said. 


"Generally, I think the funds are avail- 


able to finance the program," he added. 
Village board approval Is still needed 


The clean-up workers would concen- 


trate their efforts on the village's park- 
ways, Larson said. 


At a meeting yesterday afternoon with 


Police Chief John O'Connell and Health 
Officer GeraMine Deguisne, Larson was 
to discuss enforcement of the litter nui- 
sance ordinance. 


AIMED AT HAVING contractors keep 


their sites clean and at negligent resi- 
dents, "the ordinance's intent is not to 


raise revenue but to get the areas 
cleaned up," Larson said. 


The idea for a teen clean-up force is 


credited to Trustee Virginia Hayter. 


Mrs. Hayter proposed the idea at 


Thursday's 
public works committee 


meeting which she chairs. 


The board agreed there is a litter prob- 


lem. The idea of hiring teens and possi- 
bly having a percentage of their salary 
applied for a teen center was brought up, 
she said. 


The action follows an oration to the vil- 


lage fathers March 2, by Hoffman Es- 
tates resident John Rausch who drama- 
tized the litter problem in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


He told of jurisdictional buck passing 


when requests to get debris covered 
areas cleaned are reported 


Mrs. Hayter said letters to the county 


and state will be sent asking their coop- 
eration toward getting easements and 
right-of-ways cleaned. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Cowin said the 


board was giving way to pressure in act- 
ing, according to Mrs. Hayter. 


"That is not the case," Mrs. Hayter 


answered. "The board agrees there is a 
litter problem, but has not been mov- 
ing." 


Another step being taken to improve 


the situation is consideration of a com- 
mittee to study Utter causes and to in- 
form the public on its cures. 


The committee has been proposed by 


Mayor Frederick Downey. Feasibility is 
being pursued by Plan Commission 
Chairman Richard Regan. 


"We are not unmindful of the litter 


problem," Downey told Rausch following 
his talk. 


Downey reminded Rausch of Plan 


Commission action Downey assigned to 
get the Vavrus Apartments cleaned up 
last month. 


DOWNEY'S COMMENTARY also led 


to a letter from management to tenants 
of Hoffman Estates' shopping centers. 
The threat of police fines and lease can- 
cellations against merchants who perpet- 
uate litter problems in the commercial 
district were spelled out in the letter.

Barn Is Reincarnated As Grog Shop Bit Disappointed

A 19th century barn, doomed by the 


Cook County Forest Preserve District, 
has a new lease on life. 


A barn that once stood on Bode Road, 


west of Schaumburg, has been trans- 
formed into "antique lumber" and now 
create* a rustic interior for the Town 
Grog Shop opening Saturday 


The Town Square Shopping Center, 


just being finished near the corner of 
Roselle and Schaumburg roads, has a 
19th century design. 


To carry the architectural theme to the 


interior, Bill Mertens and Ron Salm, 
Grog Shop partners, decided on rough 
hewn wood. 


They found a 75-year-old barn on Bode 


Road in a tract now owned by the Forest 
Preserve District. With permission from 


the district, they tore down the barn, 
saving it from burning. 


THE BARN RAZING took only a day, 


Mertens said. The wood was fairly soft 
and came off easily, Salm said. 


"Using eight guys and a lot of sweat," 


the work was completed on a Sunday a 
few months ago, Mertens said. 


They salvaged 3,000 square feet of "an- 


tique wood" including interior timbers. 
Their wives were kept busy that Sunday

"running beer and sandwiches to the 
razing," Mertens said. 


The large slats of wood were scrub- 


bed with bleach and then air-dried in 
Mertens backyard for six months. The 
partners also purchased about 800 square 
feet of additional "antique lumber" from 
a dealer in Harrington. 


Pete Florio of the Resco Design Cen- 


ter, Niles, designed the interior for the 
liquor store. Resco also did the interior 
work. 


THE HERITAGE flavor goes beyond 


toe walls. Mertens has a wine press 
"bought from an old Italian who stopped 
making wine at 85." Along with the wine 
press also came 12 wine barrels, and a 
few crocks and Jubs that will be used for 
display purposes. 


The small business office, labeled "Jail 


House" comes with a barred window and 
door. The vinyl coated Walnut floor is 
planked with pegs to add to the rustic 
look. 


The liquor store opens for business Sat- 


urday, but the grand opening will be 
March 20 to 22. 


The Grog Shop win be affiliated with 


Bi-Low Liquors. It will offer a full Hne of 
liquor, including • large wine section 
laid out by Wines Unlimited, Mertens 
said. 


Mertens is a Schaumburg resident who 


formerly operated taverns in the Melrose 
Park area and was with the telephone 
company. Salm, a Niks resident, was 
formerly in the landscape business In 
Chicago.

Receipt of the 
letter was announced Thursday. 


The Spen* brought suit against Dist. 


M In 1968 when their daughter, Jonelte, a 
fourth grade pupU at Campanelli School, 
was not Issued a report card after the 
Spero couple did not pay book rental fees 
in 1917 and 1M8. 


AN ANNUAL RENTAL fee of J7.SO to 


now charged for each Dist. 54 elementa- 
ry pupil's textbooks. 


In their lawsuit the Speros had re- 


quested a court order that would compel 
Dist. M administrators "to comply with 
laws of the Stale of Illinois and rulings of 
the minois Superintendent of Public In- 
struction concerning student report cards 
and teacher's conferences." 


Thursday night, school board members 


voted unanimously not to change the pre- 


sent Dist. 54 policy providing for the 
withholding of report cards from parents 
who are financially able to pay book 
fees, but will not do so. 


A TABLED MOTION made by Mrs. 


Betty Landon in December, 1968 pro- 
posed that the board amend the policy*} 
that textbooks would be withheld for non- 
payment of rental fees, rather than with- 
holding report cards. The motion was de- 
feated Thursday. 


"We are clearly empowered by the mi- 


nob School Code to withhold textbooks 
from pupils," Board Pres. Edward Bed- 
ard said. "But the board feels that with- 
holding textbooks punishes the pupil, 
while withholding report cards punishes 
the parents," he added. 


Bedard said the board has a policy of 


waiving book fees for parents who are 
unable to pay the fees. 


THE INCOME from book rental feea in 


Dist. 54 each year is usually less than the 
amount spent annually for new books 
and additional ones, according to school 
officials.

124 St. Armaad Lane agreed the new 
code is not * good idea. 


"The students are more relaxed and 


can lounge around anyway they want. 
They're not really attentive," she said. 


"WOMEN noNT WEAR slacks to 


work. I think the school should have 
some rules. I have some very definite 
Ideas on it since my children will start 
high school next fall," she said. 


"My daughters have some slack outfits 


that are dressier than the cotton dresses 
they wear to school. If teenage girls feel 
like they're dressed up, they usually look 
all right," MRS. JOHN A. CALDWELL 
of 1008 Kenilworth Drive commented. 


"I think it should be a matter of taste 


on the girl's part, and parents should use 
common sense. Ordinarily teenage girls 
are pretty fussy about what they wear. I 
think It's pretty silly to have a dress 
code because students break it and you 
have problems enforcing it. If the teen- 
agers are happy in what they wear that's 
okay," Mrs. Caldwell said. 


MRS. WILBERT C. WILKEN of 387 


Fletcher Drive said she liked the free- 
dom of dress allowed by the new code, 
but was upset by some students who 
have exploited the freedom to wear 
"long hair and grubby beards."

felt the old dress code was too limiting. 
"You couldn't wear slacks when it was 
cold or even when you were going on a 
field trip." she said. 


"My children don't abuse the code, and 


there are not many, really, that look 
sloppy. The ones who do abuse the code 
are in the minority. Some of the girls 
wear slacks that are in very good taste.

In 1953-54 he served as presi- 
dent of the Wheeling Township Jayeees 
and in 196647 he was district chairman 
of the Boy Scouts of America. 
In other election developments, a 


spokesman for Clyde Brooks announced 
that a reception would be held for Brooks 
at 8 p.m. today at the Mount Prospect 
Holiday Inn, Rand and Kensington roads 


The reception, billed as an opportunity 


to meet Brooks, will be held in the inn's 
conference room. Brooks told the Herald 
Saturday that he would seek a seat on 
the Dist 214 board. 


LeFORGE AND Joseph Schiffauer of 


Arlington Heights, who is assistant man- 
ager of general employment at United

Last week Joseph Connery of Arlington 


Heights told the Herald that he, too, 
planned to file for the Dist. 214 seats. 
However, he has not filed petitions yet. 


Incumbent board member Frank Ber- 


gen of Mount Prospect announced last 
Monday that he would not seek reelec- 
tion. Board members Raymond Enckson 
of Arlington Heights and Jack Costello of 
Mount Prospect have yet to announce 
their intentions. 


Ordinance On Heliport Opposed 


The Wheeling Park District board 


Thursday opposed a proposed heliport or- 
dinance being considered by the village 
board. 


The board also recommended no busi- 


nesses be built on the southwest corner 
of Wolf and Dundee roads, site of a pro- 
posed "Jack-in-the-Box" drive-through 
restaurant. 


The park board, at a special meeting 


Thursday, passed a resolution suggesting 
that the village board establish a central 
heliport for the use of area industry in 
the southern portion of the village, in- 
stead of passing an ordinance that would 
allow heliports to be built on any indus- 
trially zoned property. 


The board, in a second motion, desig- 


nated Heritage Park as an emergency 
helicopter landing area for use in case of 


health or medical emergencies or natu- 
ral disasters. 


PARK BOARD MEMBERS took issue 


with a section of the proposed helicopter 
ordinance that suggests that playgrounds 
be avoided by pilots flying over the vil- 
lage, but that parks are acceptable areas 


over which to fly. 


"How do you distinguish a park from a 


playground?" Board Pres. Lorraine Lark 
asked at the meeting. 


Mrs. Lark said she was concerned 


about heliports being allowed in industri- 
al areas because the property adjacent

In a third action, the park board 


passed a motion to be sent to the zoning 
board of appeals and the village board 
asking the two groups to "seriously con- 
sider rejection of the establishment of 
any type of business on the southwest 
corner of Dundee and Wolf roads which 
has a high rate of traffic entering or 
leaving the premises." 


Park Commissioner Gene Sackett ex- 


plained that the corner is used heavily 
by children on their way to neighborhood 
schools. 


Wheeling Village Board voted last 


night to immediately petition the Illinois 
Commerce Commission (ICC) for cross- 
ing aids at the Soo Line R. R. tracks on 
Dundee Road. 


An ICC inspector who examined the 


crossing signal situation at Dundee Road 
and the Soo Line R.R. tracks last week 
told village officials that crossing gates 
would not be necessary if two other re- 
pairs were made to the existing signals. 


The inspector, Ronald King, recom- 


mended a hood and background for the 
signals on the median on the west side of 
the crossing. 


King also said that the flasher light 


> 
signals on the east side of the crossing 
need to be straightened. 


KING'S COMMENTS were reported to 


the board in a written report from Vil- 
lage Mgr. Matthew Golden. Golden noted 
that King had suggested the possibility of 
strobe lighting at the crossing. The 
strobe lights would be more easily seen 
by motorists than the present flashing 
lights. 


"The latter point seems excellent in 


lieu of gate construction. It would pro- 
vide a high intensity flashing light visible 
in all climatic conditions," Golden noted 
in his report. 


Golden said, however, that King had 


told him the village had "every right to 
file an application for construction of 
gates with the ICC" ami ask for a hear- 
ing. 


The ICC investigation was begun after 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon contacted 
ICC Secretary Daniel A. Gallagher about 
the crossing problems. 


THE CROSSING, which is in the geog- 


raphic center of the village, has been the 
scene of two car-train collisions since the 
year began. In the last 10 years there 
have been three persons killed In all, six 
people have been involved in accidents at 
the crossing. 


Neither of the women involved in the 


collisions this year was seriously injured. 


Scanlon has pointed out that a state 


study of 205 railroad crossings reveals 
that the accident rate at an average 
crossing is one accident every 59 years. 


Many of the village's earlier dis- 


cussions with state officials were ham- 
pered by an ICC rule that gates are nor- 
mally installed only at crossings which 
have two tracks. 


The inspector last week also provided 


village officials with details on now to 
file for a hearing to ask for gates. 


KING SAID THE village 
attorney 


should draw up a petition setting forth 
the reasons for the construction of warn- 
ing gates and requesting formally that 
the ICC establish a date for a hearing. 


Copies of the petition should then be 


filed with the ICC and sent to the appro- 
priate attorney for the Soo Line R.R., he 
said. 


King said that if the request for a hear- 


ing is approved, the hearing would be 
held at the State of Illinois building in 
Chicago. 


Golden told the village board he was 


unable to meet with the inspector be- 
cause he had not made an appointment. 
However, Golden said that his secretary, 
Mrs. LJoyd Peterson, had explained the 
village's problems with the crossing to 
King and given the inspector copies of 
village accident reports at the crossing 
before he returned to Springfield. 


Mass Immunization Program Is Set 


A mass immunization program to in- 


oculate 50,000 Northwest suburban chil- 
dren, aged 5 through 10, against German 
measles (Rubella), will take place in late 
April. 


Northwest Community Hospital 
offi- 


cials met with representatives from 11 
public school districts and spokesmen 
from Catholic and Lutheran schools in 
the area for a preliminary planning ses- 
sion last week. 


The primary reason for the program is 


to reduce or eliminate the risk of ex- 
pectant mothers contracting the disease. 


Dr. A. Y. DeRamos told the group that 


women who have German measles in 
early pregnancy run a high risk of hav- 
ing babies with blindness, brain damage, 
deafness or heart defects. 


OUTBREAKS OF German measles 


have run in cycles and the next cycle 
may take place this year, Dr. Deramos 
said. 


Pregnant women cannot be inoculated 


themselves as doctors do not know the 
effect of the vaccine on unborn infants. 


Cost for the inoculation to parents will 


be $2. The amount, higher than the ac- 
tual cost of the injection, will help defray 
expenses for families who are unable to 
pay- 


School administrators asked if ex- 


pectant mothers could catch German 
measles from a child who received the 
vaccine. Dr. DeRamos passed out a let- 
ter from the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare stating that toe risk 
is insignificant. 


DR. DeRAMOS SAID the risk, if any, 


would be much smaller than the possi- 
bility of women catching the disease 
from a child who had the illness. 


The physician also pointed out that he 


knew of no undesirable side effects from 
the vaccine. 


School districts committed to the pro- 


gram Include: Arlington Heights Dist. 
25; Mount Prospect Dist. 57; Elk Grove 
Village Dist. 59; Prospect Heights Dist. 
23; Dist. 21; Rolling Meadows-Palatine 
Dist. 15 and River Trails Dist. 26. 


Districts 15 and 50 as well as Scbaum- 


burg Dist. 54 and Barrington Hills Dist. 1 
are highly committed to the program but 
said they would like further details be- 
fore a final commitment. 


Catholic schools in the area wfll par- 


ticipate in the project and spokesman for 
Lutheran schools said Thursday that 
white all schools are not yet aware of the 
project, "I'm sure we'll all go for it." 


Letters wi*i be sent to parents outlining 


the program, explaining 
the rami- 


fications of the disease and which chil- 
dren, because of allergies, should not 
take part in the project. Parents must 
sign a form before their children are in- 
oculated. 


The last year in which a German 


measles epidemic occurred was 1964 
when 10,000,000 were reported. Several 
thousand were expectant mothers, and 
statistics released by a drug company 
state that between 20,000 and 30,000 in- 
fants with severe birth defects were bora 
because their mothers had the disease 
early in pregnancy.

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Woods Is Proposing Non-Partisan Board

san board of enviroamaiul resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutions! Convention (Coo-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John C. 
Woods. 


Last week. Woods introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goab on maintain- 
ing its natural resources. 


The new proposal, he explained, would 


go even farther and stress the need for a 
non-partisan approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment. 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Witwer 


The deadline for delegates to submit 


proposals was last week but Woods said 
he expects no resistance in getting the 
rules waived for the new proposal. 


He said the proposal is the result of 


testimony presented to a Con-Con com- 
mittee last Friday during hearings in 
Quincy 


"There were two or three witnesses 


who testified in favor of such a proposal 
and all the members of our committee 
were highly impressed," Woods said. 


Only two days before the Quincy hear- 


ings, a wildlife expert from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey proposed the 
same kind of board to the Con-Con gener- 
al government committee. 


The flurry of activity in favor of a non- 


partisan board is believed to be a result 
of the resignation last week of William L. 
Rutherford as director of the department 


of conservation. 


Rutherford gave up the job saying he 


could not live with the political patron- 
age system that was hindering his de- 
partment. 


Woods said the proposal made in Quin- 


cy, which he is submitting, is based on a 
constitutional amendment in Missouri 
which was worked well toward solving 
the problems of environment. 


If the proposal is accepted, it would 


require the general assembly to establish 


a non-partisan board of environmental 
resources charged with the responsibility 
of "conservation, protection, restoration 
and utilization of our natural resources 
and scenic beauty and to prevent the pol- 
lution and destruction 
of those re- 


sources." 


He said be expects the proposal to be 


submitted to the general government 
committee for study and recommenda- 
tion. 


There have been several other environ- 


mental control proposals submitted to 
Con-Con, Woods said, but none have gone 
into the specifics which today's proposal 
will include.

Feb. 19 notifying the board that a suit 
brought against the school district in 
Cook County Circuit Court by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Spero, 1806 W. Wedgewood, 
Schaumburg, in December, 1968, had 
been dropped by a court order entered 
by Judge Samuel Ward. Receipt of the 
letter was announced Thursday. 


The Speros brought suit against Dist 


54 in 1968 when their daughter, Jonelle, a 
fourth grade pupil at Campanelli School, 
was not issued a report card after the 
Spero couple did not pay book rental fees 
in 1967 and 1968. 


AN ANNUAL RENTAL fee of $7.50 is 


now charged for each Dist 54 elementa- 
ry pupil's textbooks. 


In their lawsuit the Speros had re- 


quested a court order that would compel 
Dist. 54 administrators "to comply with 
laws of the State of Illinois and rulings of 
the Illinois Superintendent of Public In- 
struction concerning student report cards 
and teacher's conferences." 


Thursday night, school board members 


voted unanimously not to change the pre- 
sent Dist. 54 policy providing for the 
withholding of report cards from parents 
who are financially able to pay book 
fees, but will not do so. 


A TABLED MOTION made by Mrs. 


Betty Landon in December, 1968 pro- 
posed that the board amend the policy so 
that textbooks would be withheld for non- 
payment of rental fees, rather than with- 
holding report cards. The motion was de- 
feated Thursday. 


"We are clearly empowered by the Illi- 


nois School Code to withhold textbooks 
from pupils," Board Pres. Edward Bed- 
ard said. "But the board feels that with- 
holding textbooks punishes the pupil, 
while withholding report cards punishes 
the parents," he added. 


Bedard said the board has a policy of 


waiving book fees for parents who are 
unable to pay the fees. 


THE INCOME from book rental fees in 


Dist. 54 each year is usually less than the 
amount spent annually for new books 
and additional ones, according to school 
officials. 


Rulings of the State Superintendent's 


office have declared that an Illinois 
school district can sue parents for non- 
payment of textbook rental fees or refuse 
to issue textbooks. Dist. 54 has charged a 
rental fee for several years.

If you are looking forward to a public 


bus system in Mount Prospect next 
month, don't bold your breath. 


The Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 


merce, which is spearheading tbe proj- 
ect, met Monday and decided to delay 
implementation of the mass transit sys- 
tem which as proposed, would serve all 
residents In the village. 


And the delay might be as long as a 


year. Last month chamber members 
thought they might get the bus service 
into operation as early as this April. 


THE PROJECT, which was to begin 


with a six-month trial run, had the lid 
put on it, temporarily at least, when 
m e m b e r s of tbe chamber's trans- 
portation committee decided they must 
first determine if residents and local 
businessmen are willing to pay for it. 


Members of tbe transportation com- 


m i t t e e attending Monday's meeting 
which was held at tbe Mount Prospect 
State Bank, were Richard Hughes, chair- 
man, Matt Pryan, Louis Velasco, Nick 
Drakos, Ben Trapani, Bob Birks and 
Harold Carlson. 


Alson on hand were Village Mgr. Virgil 


Burnett; R. W. Coakley, representative 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
road; and George Koelper, superintend- 
ent of transportation for United Motor 
Coach. 


THE INITIAL DATE for beginning 


the-bus service was next month. How- 
ever, after yesterday's meeting the gen- 
eral consensus was that tbe buses won't 
be rolling through tbe streets for some 


• time, perhaps not until next year. 


After tbe meeting Pryan, the cham- 


ber's executive secretary, said, "I doubt 
if we get the bus service before next fall. 


"These things take time," he added. 


"We'll probably still be talking about it 
in tbe middle of the summer." 


Of primary concern to the committee 


was whether or not the residents would 
utilize the bus service and, if so, how 
often. 


To determine public opinion towards 


the project, the committee is planning to 
approach both Harper College and the 
C h i c a g o Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) for information on conducting a 
survey of residents and businesses. 


VELASCO, 1ST vice-president of the 


Chamber, said he thought people were 
"pessimistic" about the project. 


"People aren't against tbe idea of a 


bus service," he said. "They just don't 
think it will go." 


"We sincerely believe it's needed," 


said Pryan, "and we think it's wanted. 
But that's just it ... we think it's want- 
ed. We don't know." 


Means of financing tbe project were 


explored and it was determined by the 
members that federal or local govern- 
mental assistance was either impossible 
or too time-consuming to be practical. 


THE CHAMBER HOPES that the in- 


itial cost of the project, estimated at 
$15,000 over a three-month period, would 
be obtained from area businessmen. 


Less fares, the bus service would cost 


approximately $30,000, but the Chamber 
hopes that an additional $15,000 would be 
raised from residents utilizing the ser- 
vice. 


A f t e r the three-month-period, the 


chamber hopes the public transportation 
system will be mainlined solely from 
fares, so that the service would be self- 
supporting. 


"We have to convince the community 


before we can sell the idea to the busi- 
nessmen," said Trapani. 


Carlson, who along with Birks re- 


searched the cost of the project, told the 
members that fares would be 30 cents 
per rider. 


THERE WOULD BE two buses on the 


roads from 6:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. and, 
to keep the service moving, Carlson esti- 
mated that there would Have to be an 
average of 35 fares per each bus per 
hour. 


Saturdays and Sundays the buses 


would run less than during weekdays be- 
cause there would be fewer commuters 
10 need of a ride during that time. 


Modes of transportation were not dis- 


cussed during the meeting. 


It is still being debated whether large 


or minibuses should be used.

earlier meeting of the committee is as 
follows: From the railroad station down

told village officials that crossing gates 
would not be necessary if two other re- 
pain were made to the existing signals. 


The Inspector, Ronald King, recom- 


mended a hood and background for the 
signals on tbe median on tbe west side of 
the crossing. 


King ato ujd that the fl"*^> light 


signals on the east aide of the crossing 
need to be straightened. 


KING'S COMMENTS wen reported to 


the board in a written report from Vil- 
lage Mgr. Matthew Golden. Golde 


that King had suggested the possibility of 
strobe lighting at tbe crossing. The 
strobe lights would be more easily seen 
by motorists than tbe present flashing 
lights. 


"The latter point seems excellent in 


lieu of gate construction. It would pro- 
vide a high Intensity flashing light visible 
in an climatic conditions," Golden noted 
in his report. 


Golden said, however, that King had 


told him tbe village bad "every right to 
file an application for construction of 
gates with the ICC" and ask for a bear- 
ing. 


The IOC investigation was begun after 


Village Prea. Ted C. Seattle* contacted 
ICC Secretary Daniel A. Gallagher about 
the crossing problems. 


TBE CROSSING, which la ta the geog- 


raphic center of the village, has been the 


scene of two car-train collisions since the 
year began. In the last 10 yean there 
have been three persons killed. In all, six 
people nave been involved in accidents at 
the crossing. 


Neither of the women involved in the 


collisions this year was seriously injured. 


Scanlon has pointed out that a state 


study of 205 railroad crossings reveals 
that the accident rate at an average 
crossing ta one accident every SO yean. 


Many of the village's earlier dis- 


cussions with state officials were ham- 
pered by an ICC rule that gates are nor- 
mally installed only at crossings which 
have two tracks. 


Tbe inspector last week also provided 


village officials with details on how to 
die for a bearing to ask for gates. 


KING SAID THE village attorney 


should draw op a petition setting forth 


the reasons for the construction of warn- 
ing gates and requesting formally that 
tbe ICC establish a date for a hearing. 


Copies of the petition should then be 


filed with the ICC and sent to the appro- 
oriate attorney for the Soo Line R.R., be 
said. 


King said that if the request for a bear- 


Ing is approved, the hearing would be 
held at the State of Illinois building in 
Chicago. 


Golden told the village board be was 


unable to meet with the inspector be- 
cause he had not made an appointment. 
However, Golden said that bis secretary, 
Mrs. Lloyd Peterson, had explained the 
village's problems with the crossing to 
King and given the inspector copies of 
village accident reports at the 
before he returned to Springfield.

Would Branch 
To Library 
Be Good? 


(Editor's Note: In today's "Opinions 


Please" column, the Herald asked Buf- 
falo Grove residents whether they feel a 
branch of the Wheeling Public Library 
should be established in Buffalo Grove. 
The library building is currently located 
on Milwaukee Avenue in Wheeling. If 
voters in the library district approve an 
8-cent tax hike, the district would have 
more funds with which to operate and 
thus might be able to consider opening a 
bookmobile or Buffalo Grove library 
branch. In recent months, it has been 
suggested that the Raupp Memorial in 
Buffalo Grove might be converted into a 
library.) 


"If any library is opened in Buffalo 


Grove. It should be in a convenient 
spot," stated FRANK McCUE of Antho- 
ny Road in the village. "I don't think the 
memorial site would be convenient to 
most of the residents. 


"The primary concern is whether the 


child can walk to it. You tend to forget 
about a library if you can't see it, so I 
think it should be on a main drag, maybe 
near St. Mary's School. At least then it 
would be near one school." 


"If enough funds were available, I'd 


like to see the existing library ex- 
panded," said MRS. FRANK BARR, who 
lives on Raupp Boulevard. "I used to use 
the library, but I don't too much any 
more. I can't seem to find the time," she 
added. 


Said MRS. CHARLES BURGESS of 


Anthony Road in Buffalo Grove, "I'd 
definitely like to see a branch established 
in town. "I have eight children and they 
use the library a tot for their schoohrork. 
It wouldn't matter where in town it was 
located." 


SHE ADDED, "We could also use a 


bigger variety of material in the library. 
More and more people are moving into 
the area all the time, which means they 
have a wider variety of interests in read- 
ing material." 


Said GERALD TRICE of Glendale 


Road in Buffalo Grove, "The kids need a 
library out here. Right now mine use the 
school library or the Arlington Heights 
Public Library." 


MRS. RAYMOND TROST, who live* on 


Bernard Drive, agreed. "It would help. 
Now we have to go all the way to Mil- 
waukee Avenue to use the library. My 
children don't use it too often because of 
the distance. They do use the school li- 
brary a tot. Even a bookmobile would be 
a help." 


Said MRS. EARL NEWTON of Hia- 


watha Drive, "It depends. Taxes would 
be the main issue. It would depend on 
how much it would raise taxes." 


MRS. NEWTON said that her family 


doesn't use the present library in Wheel- 
ing very often. "It isn't convenient to get 
there." she said. "My children use the 
school library and also belong to a book 
club and get a lot of material through it. 


"If they did open a branch in town it 


would be convenient if it was put near 
the park building," Mrs. Newton added. 


"I would say it would be a good idea," 


stated JOHN LAWRENCE of Redwood 
Trail in Buffalo Grove. "My main com- 
plaint now is that the library isn't cen- 
trally located. It's on the far side of 
town, and most of the population is on 
the other side. 


He added. "The library could also be 


expanded. It's on the small side for the 
population." 


MRS. JOHN FARRELL of St. Mary's 


Parkway voiced a similar opinion. "This 
is something my husband and I have 
wanted for a long time," she said. "We 
have six children and the older ones are 
starting to read.

According to Anderson, if the village 


board had accepted that modification, 
opposition to the development would be 
almost nonexistent. 


In connection with the group's decision 


to consider legal action, the CCA issued 
a statement last week concerning village 
board approval of the development. 


IT WAS THE condominium proposal 


that resulted in the formation of tht 
CCA. And at the plan commission hear- 
ing at which the development was rec- 
ommended for approval, it was the CCA 
that gave a lengthy and well-organized 
series of objections. 


The CCA statement said: "With only 


three dissenting votes, the CCA author- 
ized Its officers to issue a statement rela- 
tive to its position on the Buffalo Grove 
village board of trustees' approval of the 


Richard J. Brown & Associates apart- 
ment-and, or condominium project. 


"The CCA is unalterably opposed to 


Brown's massive housing project. Fur- 
ther, we do not feel that the decision (by 
the village board) was not proper. By 
their own admission, the village trustees 
confirmed that they are aware that the 
vast majority of the residents of Buffalo 
Grove are opposed to any further con- 
struction of multi-story, multi-family 
dwellings. 


"WE BELIEVE the village board has 


disregarded their responsibility as elec- 
ed officials to their electorate." 


The statement continued: "It was 


voted that we as an association would 
not take legal action. The two reasons 
for this were that we are a civic organi- 
zation. The CCA, if it were to take legal 
action should have 100 per cent backing, 
(and it apparently doesn't). 


"But we morally support any resident 


who is opposed to it (the development) 
because we think it is wrong."

Student activism — healthy or harm- 


ful? How? Why? 


A panel of four educators discussed 


this topic Friday with an audience of Ste- 
venson High School (SHS) students. And 
they offered some widely varied opin- 
ions. 


The two-hour discussion in the SHS 


Little Theater culminated "Think Week" 
at the school in Prairie View. During the 
week, Stevenson students put textbooks 
aside to participate in a variety of semi- 
nar, field trips, independent study peri- 
ods and special courses. Many of the 
week's programs were suggested by the 
students themselves. 


Loud applause greeted J. 
David 


McCartney, head of the Stevenson guid- 
ance department, when he told the stu- 
dents that, "the students of the 19SO's 
had one concern, sports. I always refer 
to them as 'crew-cut cuties' ". 


"THE STUDENTS OF today are more 


alert and aware of social and racial in 
justices, insensitivity to human dignity, 
political corruption and lack of integrity 
on the part of public officials. "There 
should be responsible activism, respon- 
sible change." 


Claimed Dr. 
Howard Hoogesteger. 


dean of students at Lake Forest College, 
"The students of today are incredibly dif- 
ferent from the students of five or 10 
years ago. They have a healthy concern 
with topical issues — the war, pollution, 
poverty. 


"However, I am concerned with the su- 


perficiality of their thinking. Today's stu 
dents live in a world of rhetoric. They 
seem to feel that if they can argue loud 
enough and long enough, their view will 
prevail. They should evaluate ideas for 
what they are worth, and not be content 
with the superficialities." 


IN RESPONSE TO a question from a 


Stevenson student asking him his view of 
unive.-sity-miliUry 
connections, 
Hoo- 


gesteger said he "approved of in- 
stitutions of higher learning divesting 
themselves of military connections." 


"This would be with the exception of 


the ROTC programs," he added. "I 
would rather see ROTC programs spread 
out in many colleges and universities 
than concentrated in a few military col- 
leges." 


Lecturer Dr. Ben Richardson, of the 


Religious Social Services Center in Chi- 
cago declared, "There's nothing peculiar 
or novel about the thoughts of today's 
students. And as far as their clothing is 
concerned, I feel it isn't what you wear, 
it's what you think that counts. 


"I think the activist posture of today's 


youth is overwhelmingly positive. The 
administrators woo don't accept change 
can be victimized by it." 


Jon O'Young, registrar at Kendall Ju- 


nior College in Evanston, also praised 
some of the activities of today's young 
people. 


"IF THERE'S one thing uglier to me 


than a cop-out over 30, it's a cop-out un- 
der 30," he declared. "Things have got to 
be made better. There's not much time 
left for them to get worse." 


Added McCartney, "We must teach our 


young people more than making a buck. 
We as teachers must develop in them a 
social conscience." 


In response to a query from one of the 


students, McCartney admitted that this 
"humanity" often isnt taught enough in 
the schools. 


"In some cases it's being done, and in 


other cases I see nothing but cold, cal- 
loused indifference," he said. 


"In these instances, maybe the student 


will have to teach the teacher something 
about warmth and understanding." 


Mass Immunization Program Is Set 


A mass Immunization program to in- 


oculate 50,000 Northwest suburban chil- 
dren, aged 5 through 10, against German 
measles (Rubella), will take place in late 
April. 


Northwest Community Hospital offi- 


cials met with representatives from 11 
public school districts and spokesmen 
from Catholic and Lutheran schools in 
the area for a preliminary planning ses- 
sion last week. 


Tbe primary reason for the program is 


to reduce or eliminate the risk of ex- 
pectant mothers contracting the disease. 


Dr. A. Y. DeRamos told the group that 


women who have German measles in 
early pregn n.-y run a high risk of hav- 
ing babies with blindness, brain damage, 
deafness or bean defects. 


OUTBREAKS OF German measles 


have run in cycles and the next cycle 
may take place this year, Dr. Deramos 
said. 


Pregnant women cannot be inoculated 


themselves as doctors do not know the 
effect of the vaccine on unborn infants. 


Cost for the inoculation to parents will 


be |2. Tbe amount, higher than the ac- 
tual cost of the injection, will help defray 
expenses for families who are unable to 
pay. 


School administrators asked if ex- 


pectant mothers could catch German 
measles from a child who received the 
vaccine. Dr. DeRamos passed out a let- 
ter from the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare stating that the risk 


DR. DeRAMOS SAID the risk, if any, 


would be much smaller than the possi- 
bility of women catching the disease 
from a child who bad the illness. 


The physician also pointed out that be 


knew of no undesirable side effects from 
the vaccine.

take part in the project. Parents must 
sign a form before their children are in- 
oculated. 


The last year in which a German 


measles epidemic occurred was 1964 
when 10,000,060 were reported. Several 
thousand were expectant mothers, and 
statistics released by a drug company 
state that between 20,000 and 30,000 in- 
fants with severe birth defects were born 
because their mothers had tbe disease 
early in pregnancy.

mately $2,200. It was enough to provide 
scholarships for eight Wheeling High 
School seniors. 


And in 1968 the foundation supplied 


scholarships worth a total of $3,380 to 13 
WHS graduates. Also in that year, five 
1967 foundation scholarship recipients 
were granted additional funds. 


THIS YEAR'S show, called "It Hap- 


pens Every Year," will be staged March

If you are looking forward to a public 


bus system in Mount Prospect next 
month, don't hold your breath. 


The Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 


merce, which is spearheading the proj- 
ect, met Monday and decided to delay 
implementation of the mass transit sys- 
tem which as proposed, would serve all 
residents in the village. 


And the delay might be as long as a 


year. Last month chamber members 
thought they might get the bus service 
into operation as early as this April. 


THE PROJECT, which was to begin 


with a six-month trial run, had the lid 
put on it, temporarily at least, when 
m e m b e r s of the chamber's trans- 
portation committee decided they must 
first determine if residents and local 
businessmen are willing to pay for it. 


Members of the transportation com- 


mittee attending Monday's meeting 
which was held at the Mount Prospect 
State Bank, were Richard Hughes, chair- 
man, Matt Pryan, Louis Velasco, Nick 
Drakos, Ben Trapani, Bob Birks and 
Harold Carlson. 


Alson on hand were Village Mgr. Virgil 


Barnett; R. W. Coakley, representative 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
road; and George Koelper, superintend- 
ent of transportation for United Motor 
Coach 


THE INITIAL DATE for beginning 


the bus service was next month. How- 
ever, after yesterday's meeting the gen- 
eral consensus was that the buses won't 
be rolling through the streets for some 
time, perhaps not until next year. 


After the meeting Pryan, the cham- 


ber's executive secretary, said, "I doubt 
if we get the bus service before next fall. 


"These things take time," he added. 


"We'll probably still be talking about it 
in the middle of the summer." 


Of primary concern to the committee 


was whether or not the residents would 
utilize the bus service and, if so, how 
often. 


To determine public opinion towards 


the project, the committee is planning to 
approach both Harper College and the 
C h i c a g o Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) for information on conducting a 
survey of residents and businesses. 


VELASCO, 1ST vice-president of the 


Chamber, said he thought people were 
"pessimistic" about the project. 


"People aren't against the idea of a 


bus service," he said. "They just don't 
think it will go " 


"We sincerely believe it's needed," 


said Pryan, "and we think it's wanted. 
But that's just it . . we think it's want- 
ed. We don't know " 


Means of financing the project were 


explored and it was determined by the 
members that federal or local govern- 
mental assistance was either impossible 
or too time-consuming to be practical. 


THE CHAMBER HOPES that the in- 


itial cost of the project, estimated at 
$15,000 over a three-month period, would 
be obtained from area businessmen. 


Less fares, the bus service would cost 


approximately $30,000, but the Chamber 
hopes that an additional $15,000 would be 
raised from residents utilizing the ser- 
vice. 


A f t e r the three-month-period, the 


chamber hopes the public transportation 
system will be mainlined solely from 
fares, so that the service would be self- 
supporting. 


"We have to convince the community 


before we can sell the idea to the busi- 
nessmen," said Trapani. 


Carlson, who along with Birks re- 


searched the cost of the project, told the 
members that fares would be 30 cents 
per rider. 


THERE WOULD BE two buses on the 


roads from 6:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. and. 
to keep the service moving, Carlson esti- 
mated that there would have to be an 
average of 35 fares per each bus per 
hour. 


Saturdays and Sundays the buses 


would run less than during weekdays be- 
cause there would be fewer commuters 
in need of a ride during that time. 


Modes of transportation were not dis- 


cussed during the meeting. 


It is still being debated whether large 


or minibuses should be used. 


A tentative route mentioned during an 


earlier meeting of the committee is as 
follows: From the railroad station down 
Route 83 to Dempster Street, from 
Dempster Street to Linneman Road, then 
south to Algonquin Road to Busse to Cen- 
tral Road to Central again, and from 
Central to Main Street to Kensington and 
Euclid (Randhurst) and from Route S3 
up north to Dundee Road. 


The group's next meeting is scheduled 


for March 23. 


OK Fire, Police 
Pension Boost 


Going over the annual budget for the 


fiscal yar beginning in April, the finance 
committee last night voted to increase 
funds for the Firemen and Policeman's 
Pension funds 10 per cent over last 
year's salary increases. 


The members of the committee voted 


to raise the amount of money in the po- 
lice pension fund from $44,500 to $49,000 
or an increase of $4.500 


The amount in the fireman's pension 


fund was raised from $38,100 to $42,000, a 
$4,000 increase. 


The pension for both firemen and po- 


licemen are based to a degree on their 
salaries 


The municipality does not and cannot 


pay for the social security benefits for 
members of the fire or police depart- 
ments. 


THE INCREASE WAS voted on in an 


effort to raise the level of pension funds 
so that both the firemen's and police- 
men's funds are "more actuanly sound " 


The municipality has 38 years to see 


that the police department becomes 
"fully funded" and 30 years to "fully 
fund'' the fire department.

A propOMl (or creation of • non-parti- 


san board of environmental resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention (Con-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John G. 
Woods. 


Last week. Woods Introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goals on maintain- 
ing its natural resources. 


The new proposal, he txpUlnad, would 


go even farther and streai the need for • 
non-partlsam approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment. 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Wltwer. 


The deadline for delegates to submit 


proposals was last week but Woods said 
he expects no resistance in getting the 
rules waived for the new proposal. 


He said the proposal is the result of 


testimony presented to a Con-Con com- 
mittee last Friday during hearings in 
Quincy. 


"There were two or three witnesses 


who testified in favor of such a proposal 
and all the members of our committee 
were highly impressed," Woods said. 


Only two days before the Quincy hear- 


ings, a wildlife expert from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey proposed the 
same kind of board to the Con-Con gener- 
al government committee. 


The flurry of activity in favor of a non- 


partisan board is believed to be a result 
of the resignation last week of William L. 
Rutherford as director of the department 
of conservation. 


Ratherford gave up the Job saying be 


could not live with the political patron- 
age system that was hindering his de- 
partment. 


Woods said the proposal made in Quin- 


cy, which he is submitting, is based on a 
constitutional amendment in Missouri 
which was worked well toward solving 
the problems of environment. 


If the proposal is accepted, it would 


require the general assembly to establish 
a non-partisan board of environmental 
resources charged with the responsibility 
of "conservation, protection, restoration 


and utilization of our natural resources 
and scenic beauty and to prevent the pol- 
lution and destruction of those re- 
sources." 


He said he expects the proposal to be 


submitted to the general government 
committee for study and recommenda- 
tion. 


There have been several other environ- 


mental control proposals submitted to 
Con-Con, Woods said, but Done have gone 
into the specifics which today's proposal 
will include.

restaurant. 


The park board, at a special meeting 


Thursday, passed a resolution suggesting 
that the village board establish a central 
heliport for the use of area industry in 
the southern portion of the village, in- 
stead of passing an ordinance that would 
allow heliports to be built on any indus- 
trially zoned property. 


The board, in a second motion, desig- 


nated Heritage Park as an emergency 
helicopter landing area for use in case of 
health or medical emergencies or natu- 
ral disasters, 


PARK BOARD MEMBERS took issue 


with a section of the proposed helicopter 
ordinance that suggests that playgrounds 
be avoided by pilots flying over the vil- 
lage, but that parks are acceptable areas 


over which to fly. 


"How do you distinguish a park from a 


playground?" Board Pres. Lorraine Lark 
asked at the meeting. 


Mrs. 
Lark said she was concerned 


about heliports being allowed in industri- 
al areas because the property adjacent 
to Mark Twain School, 515 E. Merle 
Lane, is zoned industrially. 


Park board members also noted that 


citizens are circulating petitions in the 
village opposing the proposed heliport or- 
dinance. 


In a third action, the park board 


passed a motion to be sent to the zoning 
board of appeals and the village board 
asking the two groups to "seriously con- 
sider rejection of the establishment of 
any type of business on the southwest 
corner of Dundee and Wolf roads which 
has a high rate of traffic entering or 
leaving the premises." 


Park Commissioner Gene Sackett ex- 


plained that the corner is used heavily 
by children on their way to neighborhood 
schools. 


Couple Drops 
TheirLawsuit 


A Schaumburg couple challenging the 


policy of withholding report cards from 
parents for not paying book rental fees, 
has dropped their lawsuit against the 
Dist. 54 school board. 


A letter was sent to the Dist. 54 board 


Feb. 19 notifying the board that a suit 
brought against the school district in 
Cook County Circuit Court by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Spero, 1806 W. Wedgewood, 
Schaumburg, in December, 1968, had 
been dropped by a court order entered 
by Judge Samuel Ward. Receipt of the 
letter was announced Thursday. 


The Speros brought suit against Dist. 


54 in 1968 when their daughter, Jonelle, a 
fourth grade pupil at Campanelli School, 
was not issued a report card after the 
Spero couple did not pay book rental fees 
in 1987 and 1968. 


AN ANNUAL RENTAL fee of $7.50 is 


now charged for each Dist. 54 elementa- 
ry pupil's textbooks. 


In their lawsuit the Speros had re- 


quested a court order that would compel 
Dist. 54 administrators "to comply with 
laws of the State of Illinois and rulings of 
the Dlinois Superintendent of Public In- 
struction concerning student report cards 
and teacher's conferences." 


Thursday night, school board members 


voted unanimously not to change the pre- 
sent Dist. 54 policy providing for the 
withholding of report cards from parents 
who are financially able to pay book 
teas, but will not do so. 


A TABLED MOTION made by Mrs. 


Betty Landon in December, 1968 pro- 
posed that the board amend the policy so 
that textbooks would be withheld for non- 
payment of rental fees, rather than with- 
holding report cards. The motion was de- 
feated Thursday. 


"We are clearly empowered by the Illi- 


nois School Code to withhold textbooks 
from pupils," Board Pres. Edward Bed- 
ard said. "But the board feels that with- 
holding textbooks punishes the pupil, 
while withholding report cards punishes 
the parents," he added. 


Bedard said the board has a policy of 


waiving book fees for parents who are 
unable to pay the fees. 


THE INCOME from book rental fees in 


Dist. 54 each year is usually less than the 
amount spent annually for new books 
and additional ones, according to school 
officials. 


Rulings of the State Superintendent's 


office have declared that an Illinois 
school district can sue parents for non- 
payment of textbook rental fees or refuse 
to issue textbooks. Dist. 54 has charged a 
rental fee for several years.

City Enters 211-214 Switch 


The High School Dist. 214 Board last 


night heard a Rolling Meadows alder- 
man. Fredric Jacobson, explain efforts 
to diaannex a portion of Rolling Meadows 
from the control of High School Dist. 211. 


The area in question, bounded by Eu- 


clid Street. Wilke Road, Central Road 
and Route 53, would funnel students into 
Dist 214 if the disannexatioo comes off 
without a hitch. So, Dist. 214's seventh 
high school, to be located in Rolling 
Meadows, in 1971 would withhold almost 
all of the students from the city of Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


Jacobson explained that he needs the 


approval of both nigh school districts to 
complete the twitch. He is circulating pe- 
titions to gain support. If approval is 
granted by both districts, the county ap- 
proval would be routine, said Supt Ed- 
ward Gilbert of Dist. 214. 


THE AREA UNDER consideration con- 


tains about 500 families. Persons in a 
portion of Rolling Meadows, located west 
of Route S3 do not want to join the dia- 
annexation effort which would funnel stu- 
dents out of Fremd High School in Pala- 
tine. 


The Rolling Meadows efforts gained in- 


itial publicity several weeks ago. The 
area being considered, said Jacobson, 
contains no industrial property, but it is 
adjacent to the tax-rich Arlington Park 
acreage, owned by Gulf and Western In- 
dustries. 


The school board also approved tuition- 


free summer school for the 1970 summer.

If you are looking forward to a public 


bus system in Mount Prospect next 
month, don't hold your breath. 


The Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 


merce, which is spearheading the proj- 
ect, met Monday and decided to delay 
implementation of the mass transit sys- 
tem which as proposed, would serve all 
residents in the village. 


And the delay might be as long as a 


year. Last month chamber members 
thought they might get the bus service 
into operation as early as this April. 


THE PROJECT, which was to begin 


with a six-month trial run, had the lid 
put on it, temporarily at least, when 
m e m b e r s of the chamber's trans- 
portation committee decided they must 
first determine if residents and local 
businessmen are willing to pay for it. 


Members of the transportation com- 


m i t t e e attending Monday's meeting 
which was held at the Mount Prospect 
State Bank, were Richard Hughes, chair- 
man, Matt Pryan, Louis Velasco, Nick 
Drakos, Ben Trapani, Bob Birks and 
Harold Carlson. 


Alson on hand were Village Mgr. Virgil 


Barnett; R. W. Coakley, representative 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
road; and George Koelper, superintend- 
ent of transportation for United Motor 
Coach. 


THE INITIAL DATE for beginning 


the bus service was next month. How- 
ever, after yesterday's meeting the gen- 
eral consensus was that the buses won't 
be rolling through the streets for some 
time, perhaps not until next-year. _ 


After the meeting Pryan, the cham- 


ber's executive secretary, said, "I doubt 
if we get the bus service before next fall. 


"These things take time," he added. 


"We'll probably still be talking about it 
in the middle of the summer." 


Of primary concern to the committee 


was whether or not the residents would 
utilize the bus service and, if so, how 
often 


To determine public opinion towards 


the project, the committee is planning to 
approach both Harper College and the 
C h i c a g o Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) for information on conducting a 
survey of residents and businesses. 


VELASCO, 1ST vice-president of the 


Chamber, said he thought people were 
"pessimistic" about the project 


"People aren't against the idea of a 


bus service," he said. "They just don't 
think it will go." 


"We sincerely believe it's needed," 


said Pryan, "and we think it's wanted. 
But that's just it . .we think it's want- 
ed. We don't know." 


Means of financing the project were 


explored and it was determined by the 
members that federal or local govern- 
mental assistance was either impossible 
or too time-consuming to be practical. 


THE CHAMBER HOPES that the in- 


itial cost of the project, estimated at 
$15,000 over a three-month period, would 
be obtained from area businessmen. 


Less fares, the bus service would cost 


approximately $30,000, but the Chamber 
hopes that an additional $15,000 would be 
raised from residents utilizing the ser- 
vice. 


A f t e r the three-month-period, the 


chamber hopes the public transportation 
system will be mainlined solely from 
fares, so that the service would be self- 
supporting. 


"We have to convince the community 


before we can sell the idea to the busi- 
nessmen," said Trapani. 


Carlson, who along with Birks re- 


searched the cost of the project, told the 
members that fares would be 30 cents 
per rider. 


THERE WOULD BE two buses on the 


roads from 6:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. and, 
to keep the service moving, Carlson esti- 
mated that there would have to be an 
average of 35 fares per each bus per 
hour. 


Saturdays and Sundays the buses 


would run less than during weekdays be- 
cause there would be fewer commuters 
in need of a ride during that time. 


Modes of transportation were not dis- 


cussed during the meeting. 


It is still being debated whether large 


or minibuses should be used. 


A tentative route mentioned during an 


earlier meeting of the committee is as 
follows: From the railroad station down 
Route 83 to Dempster Street, from 
Dempster Street to Linneman Road, then 
south to Algonquin Road to Busse to Cen- 
tral Road to Central again, and from 
Central to Main Street to Kensington and 
Euclid (Randhurst) and from Route S3 
up north to Dundee Road. 


The group's next meeting is scheduled 


for March 23. 


OK Fire, Police 
Pension Boost 


Going over the annual budget for the 


fiscal yar beginning in April, the finance 
committee last night voted to increase 
funds for the Firemen and Policeman's 
Pension funds 10 per cent over last 
year's salary increases 


The members of the committee voted 


to raise the amount of money in the po- 
lice pension fund from $44,500 to $49,000 
or an increase of $4,500. 


The amount in the fireman's pension 


fund was raised from $38,100 to $42,000, a 
$4,000 increase. 


The pension for both firemen and po- 


licemen are based to a degree on their 
salaries. 


The municipality does not and cannot 


pay for the social security benefits for 
members of the fire or police depart- 
ments 


THE INCREASE WAS voted on in an 


effort to raise the level of pension funds 
so that both the firemen's and police- 
men's funds are "more actuarily sound." 


The municipality has 38 years to see 


that the police department becomes 
"fully funded" and 30 years to "fully 
fund" the fire department.

Woods Is Proposing Non-Partisan Board 


by ED MURNANE 


A proposal for creation of a non-parti- 


MD board of environmental resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention (Con-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John G 
Wood*. 


Last week, Woods introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goals on maintain- 
ing Its natural resources. 


The ntw proposal, he explained, would 


go even farther and stress the need for a 
non-partisan approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment. 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Witwer. 


The deadline for delegates to submit

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Park District Wins The 
Round...And $81,997

The ping-pong game between the feder- 


al government and the Arlington Heights 
Park District has finally ended, with the 
home team winning the prize: $81,997.72. 


The park district received official no- 


tice yesterday that the money had been 
deposited in the bank by the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 


A portion of the more than $94,000 fed- 


eral grant awarded to the park district 
late last spring, the prize is almost the 
last round in a tournament which started 
in 1968. The park district then applied for 
a federal grant of $130.000. 


IN FEBRUARY. ISM, the park district 


was informed it would be eligible for a 
tittle more than $94,000. However, HUD 
officials said the outlook wasn't very 
good for approval of the grant. 


Acting on this advice, the park board 


approved contracts for the present park 
development program. After that, in late 
May. official approval of the grapt was 
received. 


This fall, the park district applied for a 


payment. According to its contract with 
HUD, the park district could receive half 


of the funds after half of the work had 
been completed. 


Given on the basis of site development 


work to be done at four parks, the grant 
included surfacing play areas, grading 
and landscaping. 


THE PARKS INCLUDED under the 


grant are Frontier Park, Kennicott Ave- 
nue and Palatine Road; Patriot Park, 
adj •( vnt to MacArthur Junior High 
School at Dale Avenue and Palatine 
Road; Heritage Park, Fernandez Avenue 
and Victoria Lane; and Carefree Park, 
near Douglas Avenue and Lincoln Road. 


With a smashing blow, HUD bounced 


the ball back into the lap of the park 
officials in late November when a HUD 
official stated the grant money was going 
to be refused. The park district violated 
a clause in its agreement with HUD by 
letting the contracts for site development 
work before the grant had originally 
been okayed. 


With tentative refusal, the park district 


bounced the ball back to HUD's Chicago 
office. Park District Atty. Charles Bobi- 
nette wrote a letter explaining the situ- 
ation. 


IN LATE DECEMBER, HUD officials 


said the rule infraction by the park dis- 
trict could be overlooked and the district 


could file another requisition for a por- 
tion of the funds. 


"We're here to help a community, not 


hurt it. It was a good project," Paul 
Kaup of the HUD office said at the time 


The park district filed another requisi- 


tion, updating the request to include the 
additional work that had been completed 
since the first request was filed. 


This rebound play by the park district 


must have hit the HUD officials just 
right. It resulted in yesterday's notifica- 
tion that the almost $82,000 had been de- 


posited in the park district's bank ac- 
count. 


THE ONLY PLAY left in the game is 


for the park district to apply for the re- 
maining portion of the more than $94,000 
grant. When the work is completed, esti- 
mated to be sometime in May or June of 
this year, the park district will make its 
final application. 


With yesterday's notice, the winner of 


the final round is a foregone conclusion 
and the park district will receive the 
money promised for so long.

if we get the bus service before next fall. 


"These things take time," he added. 


"We'll probably still be talking about it 
in the middle of the summer." 


Of primary concern to the committee 


was whether or not the residents would 
utilize the bus service and, if so, how 
often 


To determine public opinion towards 


the project, the committee is planning to 
approach both Harper College and the 
C h i c a g o Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) for information on conducting a 
survey of residents and businesses. 


VELASCO, 1ST vice-president of the 


Chamber, said he thought people were 
"pessimistic" about the project. 


"People aren't against the idea of a 


bus service," he said "They Just don't 
think it will go " 


"We sincerely believe it's needed," 


said Pryan, "and we think it's wanted. 
But that's just it ... we think it's want- 
ed. We don't know " 


Means of financing the project were 


explored and it was determined by the 
members that federal or local govern- 
mental assistance was either impossible 
or too time-consuming to be practical. 


THE CHAMBER HOPES that the in- 


itial cost of the project, estimated at 


$15,000 over a three-month period, would 
be obtained from area businessmen. 


Less fares, the bus service would cost 


approximately $30,000, but the Chamber 
hopes that an additional $15,000 would be 
raised from residents utilizing the ser- 
vice 


A f t e r the three-month-period, the 


chamber hopes the public transportation 
system will be mainlined solely from 
fares, so that the service would be self- 
supporting. 


"We have to convince the community 


before we can sell the idea to the busi- 
nessmen," said Trapani. 


Carlson, who along with Birks re- 


searched the cost of the project, told the 
members that fares would be 30 cents 
per rider. 


THERE WOULD BE two buses on the 


roads from 6:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. and, 
to keep the service moving, Carlson esti- 
mated that there would have to be an 
average of 35 fares per each bus per 
hour. 


Saturdays and Sundays the buses 


would run less than during weekdays be- 
cause there would be fewer commuters 
in need of a ride during that time. 


Modes of transportation were not dis- 


cussed during the meeting. 


It is still being debated whether large 


or minibuses should be used. 


A tentative route mentioned during an 


earlier meeting of the committee is as 
follows: From the railroad station down 
Route 83 to Dempster Street, 
from 


Dempster Street to Linneman Road, then 
south to Algonquin Road to Busse to Cen- 
tral Road to Central again, and from 
Central to Main Street to Kensington and 
Euclid (Randhurst) and from Route 83 
up north to Dundee Road. 


The group's next meeting is scheduled

Palatine has its share of problems as it 


enters the 1970s, but it is nothing new, as 
microfilm files of its first newspaper and 
historical records reveal. 


One of Palatine and the country's most 
pressing problems is 
pollution, 


as the Palatine centered Pollution and 
Environment 
Problems (PEP) has 


shown. 


But in 1906. it was reported, "the 


ladies in Palatine threaten to strike un- 
less the streets are sprinkled. The dust is 
ankle deep." 


And speaking of streets, parking space 


It another problem we in Palatine are 
faced with. In 1910, the problem with city 
streets was a little different. 


"Poultry running at large are a nui- 


sance. Owners were notified through the 
Palatine Enterprise that offenders will 
be dealt with according to law." 


WHILE STUDENTS and booster club 


are now working to install lights in the 
football field of high school Dist. 211, the 
city strained to buy 20 gasoline street 
lamps In 1903 which were lit by the lamp- 
lighter for 50 cents a night. 


And meat recently, Palatine residents 


have been experiencing some difficulty 
with the new water system. In 1900 the 
yearly report showed that 35 taps were 
being used in Palatine with a total con- 
sumption of 1.627,000 gallons of water — 
that's a yearly bill of $325.

Zone Change Rift 
Looms At Hearing 


A standing-room-only crowd of about 


300 Harrington Township residents jam- 
med the Harrington Public Safety Build- 
ing yesterday afternoon to object to a 
zoning change that would allow construc- 
tion of a 1,838-unit planned development 
in the township. 


The development, consisting of single 


family homes, apartments and town- 
houses, is being proposed by the Centres 
Winston Corp. on a 473-acre site north- 
east of Mundhank and Bartlett roads in 
an unincorporated area. 


The Winston Development Corp. had 


previously asked for a zoning change 
from a classification which requires one 
home to be built on five acres to a classi- 
fication which allows one home per 10,000 
square feet. Winston has recently merg- 
ed with the Centrex firm, Allan Gross- 
man, a senior vice president, said. 


ALEX R. SEITH, chairman of the 


county zoning board of appeals, esti- 
mated the hearing would take seven or 
eight hours before all testimony was 
heard. 


J. William Braithwaite, a Barrintgon 


and Chicago attorney, and one of six law- 
yers objecting to the rezoning, opened 
the bearing by asking for a continuance 
because a request has been submitted to 
the Circuit Court of Cook County to an- 
nex a portion of the property to South 
Harrington. 


The hearing was not continued and ob- 


jecting lawyers made several other mo- 
tions asking that certain portions of testi- 
mony be deleted and the request for the 
zoning change be denied. 


Seith, the hearing officer, said he 


would consider several of the motions 
and would give attorneys time to file 
briefs on them. 


GROSSMAN TESTIFIED the devel- 


opers did not have any options or con- 
tracts on properties other than the one in 
question. 


Rolf C. Campbell, a site planner testi- 


fied the proposed development was not a 
high density development. 


About 2,500 residents have signed peti- 


tions objecting to the project because, 
they said, it is incompatible with present 
uses, will lower property values, and will 
lead to congestion on the roads and over- 
crowding in the schools. 


The first hearing on the proposed proj- 


ect Jan, 30, was cancelled when a dis- 


crepancy in the land description on the 
filed hearing application was noted by 
one of the six attorneys representing ob- 
jectors. 


Joshua Muss, president of Winston De- 


velopment, did not have a chance to 
complete his testimony when the hearing 
was halted. 


The villages of Harrington, Harrington 


Hills, South Harrington and area proper- 
ty owners association were among the 
objectors at the last hearing. 


THE LAND IS PART of 3,600 unin- 


corporated acres in Harrington Town- 


ship. Surrounding communities have 
minimum home site requirements of two 
and five acres. 
v 


Winston Development's plans include 


four units per acre which will consist of 
702 houses and 788 apartment homes. 


The plan also calls for a 9*-acre golf 


course or park. About six acres are 
planned for tennis and other recreational 
facilities. There is also an 18-acre lake 
on the site and over 15 acres are set 
aside for park or school sites. 


A 9H-acre convenience type shopping 


center also is being proposed. 


Woods Proposes 
Nonpartisan Bd. 


by ED MURNANE 


A proposal for creation of a non-parti- 


san board of environmental resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention (Con-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John G 
Woods. 


Last week, Woods introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goals on maintain- 
ing its natural resources. 


The new proposal, he explained, would 


go even farther and stress the need for a 
non-partisan approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Witwer. 


The deadline for delegates to submit 


proposals was last week but Woods said 
he expects no resistance in getting the 
rules waived for the new proposal. 


He said the proposal is the result of 


testimony presented to a Con-Con com- 
mittee last Friday during hearings in 
Quincy 


"There were two or three witnesses 


who testified in favor of such a proposal 
and all the members of our committee 
were highly impressed," Woods said. 


Only two days before the Quinc; hear- 


ings, a wildlife expert from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey proposed the 


same kind of board to the Con-Con gener- 
al government committee. 


The flurry of activity in favor of a non- 


partisan board is believed to be a result 
of the resignation last week of William L 
Rutherford as director of the department 
of conservation. 


Rutherford gave up the job saying he 


could not live with the political patron- 
age system that was hindering his de- 
partment. 


Woods said the proposal made in Quin- 


cy, which he is submitting, is based on a 
constitutional amendment in Missouri 
which was worked well toward solving 
the problems of environment. 


If the proposal is accepted, it would 


require the general assembly to establish 
a non-partisan board of environmental 
resources charged with the responsibility 
of "conservation, protection, restoration 
and utilization of our natural resources 
and scenic beauty and to prevent the pol- 
lution and destruction of those re- 
sources." 


He said he expects the proposal to be 


submitted to the general government 
committee for study and recommenda- 
tion. 


There have been several other environ- 


mental control proposals submitted to 
Con-Con, Woods said, but none have gone 
into the specifics which today's proposal 
will include.

"I stress safety first in my course," 


explained Mrs. Phillips. "I always tell 
my students if they run into a problem, 
to call the police first, not the parents or 
a neighbor." 


The idea to start the class last fall 


came from the young teacher herself, 
who was then teaching a preschool 
course for the park district. 


•'I THOUGHT IT would be a good 


course for the area, since there are a lot 
of big families in Buffalo Grove and 
many young families as well," she re- 
called. 


Although she had never taught a 


course of this type before, Mrs. Phillips 


has two children of her own and had 
some idea of what a good babysitter 
should do. 


"And I picked up other information 


and tips from a government pamphlet," 
she added. Mrs. Phillips also plans to 
have a police officer, a fireman and a 
nurse talk to the students in the course. 


The biggest problem babysitters en- 


counter is getting young children to go to 
sleep on time, according to the instruc- 
tor. 


"I feel strongly that many parents use 


sleep as a punishment for their children. 
They put them to bed if they won't be- 
have. So a big problem for the sitter is to 
make them go to bed and stay there." 


Mrs. Phillips suggested sitters take a 


"babysitting kit" with them when they 
go to a home. 


"THE KIT COULD contain such items 


as matches, a candle, a flashlight and 
articles that will amuse a child, such as 
cards and balloons. The sitter should 
play with the children, provided they 
want her to of course, for then she knows 


they are safe." 


Younger teenagers make better baby- 


sitters than older ones, Mrs. Phillips be- 
lieves. 


"Of course, the question of maturity 


enters into it, but I do think the younger 
ones are better sitters. Older ones often 
view sitting as a chance for indepen- 
dence — to use another's telephone and 
raid the refrigerator." 


Mrs. Phillips also feels, "A lot of bab- 


sitters are taken advantage of' by par- 
ents. 


"Parents often leave too much up to 


the sitter. They stay out later than ex- 
pected or want the sitter to do a lot of 
heavy housework. I always tell my stu- 
dents they are only paid to take care of 
the children. Anything else is extra. Nat- 
urally if a sitter feels she has been taken 
advantage of, she shoudln't accept a job 
at the home again. 


"Much of this information seems like 


common sense, but after all, many 
people don't know what to do in a certain 
situation if they're not taught first."

If you are looking forward to a public 


bus system in Mount Prospect next 
month, don't hold your breath. 


The Mount Prospect Chamber of Com- 


merce, which is spearheading the proj- 
ect, met Monday and decided to delay 
implementation of the mass transit sys- 
tem which as proposed, would serve all 
residents in the village. 


And the delay might be as long as a 


year. Last month chamber members 
thought they might get the bus service 
into operation as early as this April. 


THE PROJECT, which was to begin 


with a six-month trial run, had the lid 
put on it, temporarily at least, when 
m e m b e r s of the chamber's trans- 
portation committee decided they must 
first determine if residents and local 
businessmen are willing to pay for it. 


Members of the transportation com- 


m i 11 e e attending Monday's meeting 
which was held at the Mount Prospect 
State Bank, were Richard Hughes, chair- 
man, Matt Pryan, Louis Velasco, Nick 
Drakos, Ben Trapani, Bob Birks and 
Harold Carlson. 
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Alson on hand were Village Mgr. Virgil 


Barnett; R. W. Coakley, representative 
of the Chicago and North Western Rail- 
road; and George Koelper, superintend- 
ent of transportation for United Motor 
Coach. 


THE INITIAL DATE for beginning 


the bus service was next month. How- 
ever, after yesterday's meeting the gen- 
eral consensus was that the buses won't 
be rolling through the streets for some 
time, perhaps not until next year. 


After the meeting Pryan, the cham- 


ber's executive secretary, said, "I doubt 
if we get the bus service before next fall 


"These things take time," he added 


"We'll probably still be talking about it 
in the middle of the summer." 


Of primary concern to the committee 


was whether or not the residents would 
utilize the bus service and, if so, how 
often. 


To determine public opinion towards 


the project, the committee is planning to 
approach both Harper College and the 
C h i c a g o Area Transportation Study 
(CATS) for information on conducting a 
survey of residents and businesses 


VELASCO, 1ST vice-president of the 


Chamber, said he thought people were 
"pessimistic" about the project. 


"People aren't against the idea of a 


bus service," he said. "They just don't 
think it will go." 


"We sincerely believe it's needed," 


said Pryan, "and we think it's wanted 
But that's just it ... we think it's want- 
ed. We don't know " 


Means of financing the project were 


explored and it was determined by the 
members that federal or local govern- 
mental assistance was either impossible 
or too time-consuming to be practical.

$15,000 over a three-month period, would 
be obtained from area businessmen. 


Less fares, the bus service would cost 


approximately $30,000, but the Chamber 
hopes that an additional $15,000 would be 
raised from residents utilizing the ser- 
vice. 


A f t e r the three-month-period, the 


chamber hopes the public transportation 
system will be mainlined solely from 
fares, so that the service would be self- 
supporting. 


"We have to convince the community 


before we can sell the idea to the busi- 
nessmen," said Trapani. 


Carlson, who along with Birks re- 


searched the cost of the project, told the 
members that fares would be 30 cents 
per rider. 


THERE WOULD BE two buses on the 


roads from 6:30 a.m. to 10:30 p.m. and, 
to keep the service moving, Carlson esti- 
mated that there would have to be an 
average of 35 fares per each bus per 
hour. 


Saturdays and Sundays the buses 


would run less than during weekdays be- 
cause there would be {ewer commuters 
in need of a ride during that time. 


Modes of transportation were not dis- 


cussed during the meeting. 


It is still being debated whether large 


or minibuses should be used. 


A tentative route mentioned during an 


earlier meeting of the committee is as 
follows' From the railroad station down

The ping-pong game between the feder- 


al government and the Arlington Heights 
Park District has finally ended, with the 
home team winning the prize. $81,997.72. 


The park district received official no- 


tice yesterday that the money had been 
deposited in the bank by the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD). 


A portion of the more than $94,000 fed- 


eral grant awarded to the park district 
late last spring, the prize is almost the 
last round in a tournament which started 
in 1968. The park district then applied for 
a federal grant of $130,000. 


IN FEBRUARY, 19(9, the park district 


was informed it would be eligible for a 
little more than $94,000. However, HUD 
officials said the outlook wasn't very 
good for approval of the grant. 


Acting on this advice, the park board 


approved contracts for the present park 
development program. After that, in late 
May, official approval of the grant was 
received 


This fall, the park district applied for a 


payment. According to its contract with 
HUD, the park district could receive half 
of the funds after half of the work had 
been completed. 


Given on the basis of site development 


work to be done at four parks, the grant 
included surfacing play areas, grading 
and landscaping. 


THE PARKS INCLUDED under the 


grant are Frontier Park, Kennicott Ave- 
nue and Palatine Road; Patriot Park, 
adjacent to MacArthur Junior High 
School at Dale Avenue and Palatine 
Road; Heritage Park, Fernandez Avenue

With a smashing blow, HUD bounced 


the ball back into the lap of the park 
officials in late November when a HUD 
official stated the grant money was going 
to be refused. The park district violated 
a clause in its agreement with HUD by 
letting the contracts for site development 
work before the grant had originally 
been okayed. 


With tentative refusal, the park district 


bounced the ball back to HUD's Chicago 
office. Park District Atty. Charles Bobi- 
nette wrote a letter explaining the situ- 
ation. 


IN LATE DECEMBER, HUD officials 


said the rule infraction by the park dis- 
trict could be overlooked and the district 
could file another requisition for a por- 
tion of the funds. 


"We're here to help a community, not 


hurt it. It was a good project," Paul 
Kaup of the HUD office said at the time. 


The park district filed another requisi- 


tion, updating the request to include the 
additional work that had been completed 
since the first request was filed. 


This rebound play by the park district 


must have hit the HUD officials just 
right. It resulted in yesterday's notifica- 
tion that the almost $82,000 had been de- 
posited in the park district's bank ac- 
count. 


THE ONLY PLAY left in the game is 


for the park district to apply for the re- 
maining portion of the more than $94,000 
grant. When the work is completed, esti- 
mated to be sometime in May or June of 
this year, the park district will make its 
final application. 


With yesterday's notice, the winner of 


the final round is a foregone conclusion 
and the park district will receive the 
money promised for so long.

Woods Proposes 
Nonpartisan Bd. 


by ED MURNANE 


A proposal for creation of a non-parti- 


san board of environmental resources 
will be submitted to the Illinois Con- 
stitutional Convention (Con-Con) today 
by Third District Delegate John G. 
Woods. 


Last week, Woods Introduced a propos- 


al calling for a declaration of environ- 
mental policy which would spell out the 
state's philosophy and goals on maintain- 
ing its natural resources. 


The new proposal, he explained, would 


go even farther and stress the need for a 
non-partisan approach to solving the 
problems of polluting the environment. 


Woods said yesterday his proposal was 


being submitted at the urging of Con-Con 
Pres. Samuel Witwer. 


The deadline for delegates to submit 


proposals was last week but Woods said 
he expects no resistance in getting the 
rules waived for the new proposal. 


He said the proposal is the result of 


testimony presented to • Con-Con com- 
mittee last Friday during bearings in 
Quincy. 


"There were two or three witnesses 


who testified in favor of such a proposal 
and all the members of our committee 
were highly impressed," Woods said. 


Only two days before the Quincy hear- 


ings, a wildlife expert from the Illinois 
Natural History Survey proposed the 


same kind of board to the Con-Con gener- 
al government committee. 


The flurry of activity in favor of a non- 


partisan board is believed to be a result 
of the resignation last week of William L. 
Rutherford as director of the department 
of conservation. 


Rutherford gave up the Job saying he 


could not live with the political patron- 
age system that was hindering his de- 
partment. 


Woods said the proposal made in Quin- 


cy, which he is submitting, is based on a 
constitutional amendment in Missouri 
which was worked well toward solving 
the problems of environment. 


If the proposal is accepted, it would 


require the general assembly to establish 
a non-partisan board of environmental 
resources charged with the responsibility 
of "conservation, protection, restoration 
and utilization of our natural resources 
and scenic beauty and to prevent the pol- 
lution and destruction of those re- 
sources." 


He said he expects the proposal to be 


submitted to the general government 
committee for study and recommenda- 
tion. 


There have been several other environ- 


mental control proposals submitted to 
Con-Con, Woods said, but none have gone 
into the specifics which today's proposal 
will include. 


'Anna HillJ 
Are you Here? 


What does Palatine have to do with 


Staten Island and Northern Ireland? 


A missing relative, that's what, ac- 


cording to Martin Hellman of Staten Is- 
land, N. Y., who is trying to locate the 
whereabouts of his aunt, who came over 
from Ireland years ago, and who is be- 
lieved to be living in Palatine. 


His aunt Is Mrs. Anna Hill. Her maiden 


name was Moore. "Anna Hill and my 
mother were sisters, and came to this 
country from Northern Ireland around 
the turn of the century," Hellman wrote. 


HELLMAN SAID HE believes Mrs. 


Hill lived "near the local railroad sta- 
tion, and from what I remember, lived 
in Palatine for many years." 


The last time Hellman had contact 


with his relative was in the winter of 
1933-34. But, "due to my travels around 
the world, we have lost track," he said. 


"If any of your old-timers has any in- 


formation of value I would appreciate it 
greatly," he wrote from Staten Island. 
"The mystery of why this old North of 
Ireland family broke up and each went 
his own particular way has intrigued me 
for many years, and while it is late in 
the day, I still have hopes of getting 
some answers."

Back in 1955 Rolling Meadows was 


mostly a vast prairie bisected by a rural 
stream called Salt Creek. 


On Feb. 26 of that year, voters were 


still divided between annexing this coun- 
try landscape to an existing town or 
striking out on their own with a brand 
newtoen. 


The result: Rolling Meadows was es- 


tablished that day, and this May voters 
will celebrate the city's 15th anniversary. 
Since that tune many changes have tak- 
en place. 


The first retail store to open in Rolling. 


Meadows was the Jewel supermart, 
which opened shortly before the main 
shopping center at Kirchoff and Meadow 
Drive in 1957. 


Today Kirchoff alone is bordered by 


Topps, Steinberg-Baum, and many other 
retail stores. 


In the early 1950s there were no public 


schools in the city. That is, until Kimball 
Hill donated several shell houses for the 
first school children, who are now push- 
ing 21. 


Today there are 5 public schools within 


the city limits, plus two parochial 
schools. 


Nor was there a library. Back then the 


Lions Club conducted a door to door col- 
lection for books. They obtained 5,000 
volumes which were stored in the shop- 
ping center basement while awaiting 
city council action on the construction of 
a library. 


And concerning industry, the North 


West Industrial Park was the first and 
only industry in the mid-1950s Rolling 
Meadows. 


Today, the story of industrial growth is 


witnessed by the fact that the chamber 
of commerce has a separate industrial 
division just to accommodate the many 
surrounding Rolling Meadows industries. 


Things have changed. And during the 


city's fifth-year celebration Mayor John 
Woods made a remarkably accurate pre- 
diction: 


The next 10 years, he said will hold 


"more progress and more participation 
so that the city will continue to take 
strides in serving its population potential 
of 20,000." 


Today, 10 years later, Rolling Mead- 


ows is just under the 20,000 mark Mayor 
Woods set his sights on and still ex- 
panding. Prairies are vanishing, and Salt 
Creek is being turned into a recreational 
area for thousands of youngsters who 
will never know about that rural stream 
of 15 years ago, or the country landscape 
from which the city got its name. 


tral Road, Route 53, Euclid Avenue and 
the eastern boundary of Dist.

AT A FINAL organizational meeting 


Friday night, Jacobson said residents 
from the unincorporated area east of 
Route 53 asked to be included in the dis- 
annexation from Dist.

Two sets of petitions were passed, one 


asking for consent to disannex from Dist. 
211 and annex to Dist. 214, the other ask- 
ing the county board to approve the 
boundary change. 


THE PETITION campaign, the second 


attempted by Rolling Meadows residents 
in six years, is being implemented this 
spring so that Rolling Meadows high 
school students can attend the Dist. 214 
high school being built on Central Road. 
The school is scheduled to open in the 
fall of 1971. Freshmen presently attend- 
ing Forest View High School in Dist 214 
will move to the new school. 


The petitioning group would like to 


have freshmen at Fremd High School at- 
tend the Rolling Meadows high school 
when it opens. About 130 students are in- 
volved in the boundary line change. 


From the tax standpoint, about 500 


homes would pay their taxes to Dist. 214 
rather than Dist. 211 in two years, if the 
change is approved. Dist. 211 has a 
slightly higher tax rate than does Dist. 
214.
